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roar over new town 


ELY’S mayor has warn¬ 
ed that Fen Tigers could 
wage a campaign of 
“civil disobedience” if 
the Mereham new town 
goes ahead. 

Coun Ron Bradney made 
his objections to Multiplex 
Stannifer’s proposed 5,100- 
home town on day eight of 
an independent inquiry 
into the plans for the site by 
the A10 near Stretham. 

He told the inquiry of the 
rebellious streak in Fen folk and 
urged that Mereham, with its 
promise of an “even more 
wretched” journey to and from 
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Cambridge on the A10, should not 
be imposed on them against their 
wishes. 

Birmingham-born Coun Brad¬ 
ney who is a member of the City of 
Ely Council and East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council, demon¬ 
strated he knew his local history 
He said: “I feel there is such 
resentment among the locals that 
there could be, in the short term, 
civil disobedience. 

“Please remember that it is less 
than four generations since the 
Littleport riots. Those riots were of 
course for a very different reason, 
but after living here for over 35 
years, I have got to know the local 
personality 


“They are not country bump¬ 
kins, but very independent and 
self-reliant people. And let me add 
that it is not for nothing that the 
locals are called Fen Tigers.” 

Coun Bradney stressed that Ely 
welcomes newcomers and that the 
district council will continue to 
encourage house-building in the 
city, but said Mereham - sited on 
open fields - is not the right option 
for growth. 

He told the inquiry of his anger 
that the City of Ely Council had 
not been consulted by Multiplex 
over its plans to route high- 
frequency buses from Mereham 
past the front of the Cathedral. 
Speaking of its alternative sugg¬ 
estion, to put buses in pedestrian¬ 
ised Market Place, Coun Bradney 
said: “For this international 


conglomerate, Multiplex Stannifer, 
without any consultation, to 
propose to change the established 
Ely one-way system to suit their 
profit margins beggars belief. 

“I find their high-handed sup¬ 
erior attitude very difficult to 
accept, and that they have so little 
regard or respect for our opinion 
really irritates me.” 

Coun Bradney was joined in his 
opposition to Mereham by Coun 
Bill Hunt, who denounced “smash 
and grab capitalism.” 

Coun Hunt said it will be an 
affront to democracy if the plans 
are given the go-ahead by the 
Secretary of State for Commu¬ 
nities and Local Government, 
Hazel Blears. 

The scheme was rejected as 
unsustainable by East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council in January 
2006, but Multiplex appealed - a 
decision described as “vexatious” 
by Coun Hunt. 

The councillor, who represents 
Stretham on East Cambridgeshire 
District Council and Haddenham 
on Cambridgeshire County 
Council, told the inquiry that the 
local MP, county councillors, 
district councillors and parish 
councillors were united in their 
opposition to Mereham. 

He said: “Democracy protects 
citizens against the excesses of 
smash and grab capitalism. One 
hundred per cent of the local 
democratically elected govern¬ 
ment structure shouts ‘No to 
Mereham’.” 

Turning to practical issues, 
Coun Hunt argued that the 
development would be hamstrung 
by five landowners who planned to 
hold on to a combined 122 acres of 
land needed by Multiplex.

Council defends report 
as not giving full picture 


A COUNCIL has said a 
gloomy report on staff 
feelings about service to 
the public does not give 
the full picture. 

A 2006 survey of staff at East 
Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil revealed that confidence in 
the council’s ability to improve 
services had declined and 
found that only 35 per cent 
believed executive directors 
listen to their concerns. 

The council’s plans to im¬ 
prove customer focus and the 
working environment at its 
headquarters at The Grange in 
Ely were set out a meeting of 
the personnel committee, with 
councillors rebutting any 
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suggestion that staff are 
unhappy. 

The report on the survey for 
the personnel committee, which 
was written by a council officer, 
put the results in bleak terms. 
It said: “Only 60 per cent of 
staff believed the council had 
good customer focus (down 
from 67 per cent in 2003). 

“Only 52 per cent of staff 
believed the council had a 
culture of improving services 
(down from 76 per cent in 
2003).’’ 

But the council has now 
highlighted results not men¬ 


tioned in the report to the per¬ 
sonnel committee, pointing out 
that 91 per cent of staff con¬ 
sidered that they worked in a 
friendly environment, and 80 
per cent felt their job was 
interesting and enjoyed 
working for the council. 

Coun John Humphreys, 
chairman of the personnel 
committee, said: “It is nonsense 
to say that employees at the 
district council are unhappy. 
We have great staff here who 
are wholly committed to 
making the district a better 
place for everyone. 

“The staff survey in 2006 
helped us to understand the 
needs and the pressures which 
face our staff. It revealed staff 


understood the objectives of 
the council, believed the 
organisation was a good and 
friendly place to work and 
understood their role in 
making the council a success.” 

Andrew Killington, executive 
director of human resources 
and ICT, said: “This council is 
an excellent place to work, with 
effective, constructive working 
relationships between staff, 
members and management all 
working towards improving 
services to the public.” 

Janis Murfet, branch 
chairman of UNISON, said: 
“My members and I have no 
hesitation in supporting this 
response.”

Resident wants extra 
police on Hallowe’en 


A WOMAN is calling for more 
police patrols on Hallowe’en 
after she tried to hire security 
guards to stop her home being 
targeted by yobs. 

The woman, who wishes to remain 
anonymous, wanted to hire guards for 
her home in the Ely area but says she 
was told that security firms only 
protect business premises. 

She is disgusted by the behaviour of 
gangs of youngsters who have pelted 
her family home and car with eggs 
and who have hurled abuse when 
challenged. 

Police say all Ely area officers will 
be on duty for Hallowe’en and add that 
they are determined to make sure that 
residents do not feel vulnerable. 
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Posters will go up in local shops 
explaining that eggs will not be on 
sale in the build up to Hallowe’en. 

The woman, who fears yobs will 
target her again if her name is 
revealed, said: “I was prepared to get 
out my savings for security. I was told 
they will only deal with businesses, 
but who else will help us? 

“I am not prepared to have my home 
violated. I do not think the police are 
strong enough in this area.” 

The woman has reported incidents 
to officers, but worries they will be 
overburdened with calls on 
Hallowe’en. 


She added: “This night puts 
everyone’s insurance premiums up.” 

A spokeswoman for Cambridgeshire 
police confirmed that there will be 
additional patrols on Hallowe’en. She 
said: “Officers will be on the lookout 
for anti-social behaviour problems. 
The aim is to ensure that residents are 
not made to feel vulnerable and that 
any anti-social behaviour problems 
are dealt with fully” 

A survey by Norwich Union has 
found that Hallowe’en is the worst day 
of the year for claims about malicious 
damage to property. Insurers can 
expect a 150 per cent rise in property 
claims from the average day. 

Norwich Union found that 92 per 
cent of those surveyed said 
Hallowe’en makes them feel anxious. 


Back pain 
sufferer 
hits out 
over wait

A DELAY of up to two years for 
back pain treatment has left a 
man querying Government 
targets for hospital waiting lists. 
Peter Snow, who has been 
having treatment for lower back 
pain caused by prolapsed discs 
for the past six years, fears he 
may have to wait until January 
2009 for his next appointment - 
two years after his last one. 

The 38-year-old IT engineer 
says he is living proof that 
hospital waiting lists are getting 
longer. 

Mr Snow, who lives in Norfolk 
Street, Ely, has been told by 
the West Suffolk Hospital 
(WSH) in Bury St Edmunds that 
his doctor has switched to one 
day a week and is now holding 
appointments for people last 
seen in October 2005. 

He said: “I am on medication to 
control the pain. I am supposed 
to have injections into the spine 
to get me off the medication. 
You are only supposed to be 
on the medication for six to 
nine months -1 have already 
exceeded that. If I do not take 
the medication, I have got four 
or five days before I am 
hobbling around.” 

WSH says its pain clinic sees 
patients referred from across 
the region and stresses that 
new patients do not wait for 
long periods. 

Gwen Nuttall, director of 
operations at WSH, said of Mr 
Snow’s treatment: “After having 
a failed trial of injections, it is 
highly unlikely that a further 
injection has any chance of 
succeeding. However, the clinic 
at the WSH often sees patients 
who have had no success with 
other treatments for palliation 


of their symptoms.” 

Ms Nuttall added that WSH is 
talking with Suffolk Primary 
Care Trust to “see how we can 
address the demand and 
capacity issues we are 
currently faced with”. 

Nia Taylor, chief executive of 
charity BackCare, said: 
“Although usually not life- 
threatening, living with long 
term back pain as Mr Snow 
does can have devastating 


impact on quality of life. So to 
have to wait for years for help 
is just not acceptable.” 

But Ms Taylor cautioned that 
hospital treatment may not 
offer a complete cure in cases 
such as Mr Snow’s. She said 
BackCare supports people in 
self-management of pain, and 
that GPs and the British Pain 
Society can offer guidance.

He said: “With this amount of 
non-co-operation, the develop¬ 
ment has little chance of 
success.” 

He told the inquiry that two 
more landowners are currently 
trying to cancel legal agree¬ 
ments to sell land after the “true 
extent and horror of Mereham 
became known”. 

Before stepping down to 
applause from members of the 
public attending the inquiry, 
Coun Hunt said: “This proposal 
is not deliverable, not sust¬ 
ainable and flies in the face of 
the whole democratic system. 
There should only be one poss¬ 
ible outcome of this inquiry - 
rejection, absolute rejection.” 

Multiplex will begin to 
outline its case for the develop¬ 
ment on Tuesday November 6. 

■ Last week, the inquiry 
heard evidence from planning 
experts on behalf of the 
council. 

Bill Brisbane, a planning 
consultant, told the inquiry 
that he believes the estimated 
£300 million value of the site 
to Multiplex Stannifer with 
permission for 5,100 homes 
will be eaten up by the costs of 
improved transport and 
affordable housing. 


He suggested there was 
little evidence that Mereham 
was “a clear goer”. He said: “It 
isn’t evident on the inform¬ 
ation provided so far by the 
appellants (Multiplex) that the 
scheme stacks up.” 

Mr Brisbane estimated that 
the £300 million value of the 
land for housing would be 
swallowed up by the £71 
million cost of infrastructure 
and groundworks on ess¬ 
entials such as drainage, £156 
million on transport and 
between £100 and £200 million 
on affordable housing. 

He also argued that local 
first-time buyers will not be 
able to afford homes at the site 
and criticised a Multiplex 
calculation that found homes 
in Mereham could be purchas¬ 
ed by average East Anglian 
couples using a borrowings to 
earnings ratio of 3.6:1. 

Mr Brisbane said: “That is 
getting near the limits of 
what is acceptable, particular¬ 
ly after what has happened 
with Northern Rock. It is 
based on East Anglian averag¬ 
es, which are highly inflated 
by the higher earning in¬ 
comes in the big cities of 
Cambridge, Norwich and 
Ipswich. Rural areas like Ely 
will have lower incomes.”

Fight for budget 
cut cinema begins 


THE fight to save Ely’s 
cinema is on after coun¬ 
cillors objected to a 
controversial vote to 
slash its funding. 

The venue has been under 
threat since East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council’s com¬ 
munity services committee 
voted for a 40 per cent cut to its 
grant for Arts Development in 
East Cambridgeshire (ADeC), 
which runs the city’s cinema 
and art gallery and organises 
concerts and plays. 

The committee meeting was 
packed with outraged members 
of the public and now Lib-Dem 
councillors Gareth Wilson and 
Ian Allen have called in the 
council’s internal overview and 
scrutiny committee to look at 
the decision. 

The £70,000 cut from ADeC’s 
£174,242 grant was voted 
through by Conservative mem¬ 
bers trying to trim £282,000 
from next year’s council budget 
to meet Government targets. 

The council has announced 
the cinema’s home, The Malt¬ 
ings, will be leased out next

year, with no guarantee it will 
be open for community uses. 

Dan Schumann, chairman of 
the ADeC board, told the 
Weekly News that the group 
welcomed the chance to put its 
case at the scrutiny committee 
and said public support had 
already made an impact. 

He said: “More than anything 
we were able to do, the thing 
that made the difference was 
the reaction from the public. We 
have been overwhelmed. 

“The one appeal I would 
make is that people don’t let it 


go. It is the public that will turn 
this around.” 

He said the future of the 
largely volunteer-run cinema 
was a big worry 

He added: “The cinema is 
definitely one service people 
are particularly passionate 
about. It is a public service run 
by the public.” 

The scrutiny committee 
meeting on November 12 will 
hear from ADeC represent¬ 
atives and from Coun Peter 
Cresswell, the chairman of the 
community services committee 
which agreed the cut. 

The scrutiny committee can 
invite the community services 
committee to reconsider. 

Coun Hazel Williams, who is 
on the community services 
committee and voted against 
the cut, criticised a council 
survey which won public 
support for reducing arts 
funding without explaining that 
this would include the cinema. 

ADeC has now launched a 
petition on its website 
www.adec.org.uk to show the 
council just how much the 
public wants its services.

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A MOTHER who 
breached an ASBO 
order by jumping 
into a river is on 
her final warning. 

Susan Statham, 20, 
breached her anti-social 
behaviour order when 
she took a drunken dip 
in the River Great Ouse, 
Ely magistrates heard. 

Statham, who was 
given a four-month sus¬ 
pended jail term in 
September after kicking 
a private school pupil in 
the head, admitted a 
charge of causing a 
nuisance by jumping in 
the river “while shout¬ 
ing and swearing”. 

The offence took place 
on August 1, before Stat¬ 
ham was handed the 
suspended sentence. 

Bryant Watson, chair¬ 
man of the bench, told 
her if it had taken place 
afterwards, the suspend¬ 
ed sentence would have 
been activated and she 
would have been jailed. 

Mr Watson said: 
“There are no second 
chances - you are on 
your final warning. If 
we have to put you in 
prison, we will.” 

Statham, who has a 
two-year-old daughter, 
was given an ASBO in 
April after she repeat¬ 
edly shouted abuse at 
staff at the City of Ely 
Community College. 

The terms of the order 
ban her from the college 
and forbid her from 
behaviour causing nuis¬ 
ance, harassment or 
alarm to others in Ely or 
Soham. 

Statham, of New 
Barns Avenue, Ely, was

ordered to pay a fine of 
£100, costs of £95 and a 
victim surcharge of £15. 

She will continue with 
the 18-month super¬ 
vision order she was 
given in the sentence for 
affray, which includes 
the Think First prog¬ 
ramme to change offend¬ 
ers’ behaviour. 

Olivia Gooding, pro¬ 
secuting, said residents 
of Quayside had called 
the police after seeing 
Statham in the water 
late at night. 

Officers pulled Stat¬ 
ham from the water, 


only for her to abuse 
them. 

Jacqui Baldwin, mit¬ 
igating, said the Think 
First programme is an 
“enormous attribute” to 
Statham. It is the first 
time Statham has 
breached her ASBO. The 
affray took place before 
she was given her order. 

Jim Paice, MP for 
South East Cambridge¬ 
shire, recently criticised 
ASBOs after finding that 
almost half the orders 
issued in Cambridge¬ 
shire between 1999 and 
2005 have been breached.

Man assaulted youth he accused 


A MAN who assaulted a 17-year-old 
youth and left him with a scar has 
been given a community order. 

Robert Seymour, 34, shoved Michael 
Parker against a wall and gashed him 
on the head, magistrates in Ely heard. 

Seymour, of Merlin Drive, had accu¬ 
sed Mr Parker of committing a burg¬ 
lary at his home as the young man 
visited a friend at a neighbouring 
property, the court was told. 


Andrew Williams, prosecuting, said 
that when Mr Parker explained he had 
not, Seymour grabbed him by the 
collar and forced him against the wall. 

Seymour was given a community 
order with a supervision requirement, 
which includes “Think First” aimed 
at changing offenders’ behaviour. 

He must pay £150 costs and £250 
compensation to Mr Parker.

Budget cut ‘hugely worrying’ 


Sir, The way in which the decision was 
taken to cut £70,000 from the ADeC 
budget last week at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s community services 
committee is both hugely worrying and 
extraordinary. 

ADeC is an independent charity and has 
had an agreement with the council since 
1994 to deliver an arts service across the 
district backed by a service level 
agreement. 

In recent years the community services 
committee has had the responsibility, on 
behalf of the council of receiving reports 
from ADeC and of setting the budget for 
the following year. Traditionally it has 
been a collaborative and constructive 
relationship and ADeC has been able to 
respond positively to a range of requests 
from councillors and officers. 

In addition to the council’s grant ADeC 
has raised large sums, from trust funds 
and the Arts Council, totalling over 
£750,000 in the last seven years, for a 
wide range of arts projects in East 
Cambridgeshire. ADeC is able to 
successfully bid for these funds because 
it is known to have excellent staff who 
can deliver projects on time, good 
management and the backing of a 
supportive council. This project funding 
must now be in jeopardy. 

ADeC has worked positively and 
successfully alongside the district council 


over the last 13 years for the benefit of 
the arts on behalf of a wide range of local 
people and organisations. 

It has not been immune to cuts, but has 
always been given plenty of warning and 
held detailed discussions with councillors 
and officers so that the consequences of 
any cuts are understood by all before 
decisions are taken. As ADeC’s chairman 
from 1992-2005 I was involved in these 
discussions and respected the political 
process. 

No longer. I understand ADeC’s trustees 
were offered no discussions in advance 
of the meeting on October 11 when the 
budget for next year was cut by 40 per 
cent - £70,000. 

Is this really the best way to work with an 
organisation that you have had such a 
productive relationship with for 13 years? 
Is this slap in the face justified for the 
organisation that took a big risk when it 
stepped in to save the loss-making 
cinema from closure two years ago? 

What will the consequences be of such a 
savage cut? 

What are the justifications for it? 

Are all Conservative councillors happy 
with the way in which it has been 
handled? 

The approach of Coun Peter Cresswell 
and his committee, and all others behind 
the scenes who knew of these proposals, 
is hugely worrying. 


What else can our district councillors be 
planning without alerting us? 

Will the cinema at the Maltings be safe? 
The lease runs out shortly - will the 
council continue the requirement in the 
new lease for the arts to have access on 
a regular basis and at a preferential rate 
as part of the council’s commitment to 
the arts? 

Indeed will the council honour the 
commitment, made all those years ago 
when the brewery gave the Maltings to 
the urban district council, that the 
building was to be used for the benefit of 
local people? 

These questions would have been 
unthinkable in the past, but the 
extraordinary recent handling of ADeC’s 
annual grant means that we all need to 
be on our guard if this turns out to be the 
way in which our elected councillors 
choose to deal with difficult budget 
decisions. 

I read in your paper that the matter is 
being referred to the overview and 
scrutiny committee. May I make a plea 
for common sense to prevail and that 
discussions are held with ADeC before 
any cuts are made to see whether there 
can be a practical way forward?

New surfaces for courts 


TENNIS courts will benefit from 
a green scheme. 

Work starts at Ely Tennis

Save lodes 
battle wins 
support on 
PM’s site 


A NATIONAL Trust 
project to extend wet¬ 
lands is under pres¬ 
sure after a cam¬ 
paigner claimed Gov¬ 
ernment backing in 
his fight to save 
ancient waterways. 

Geoffrey Woollard’s pet¬ 
ition on the 10 Downing 
Street website to save Cam¬ 
bridgeshire’s lodes has 
attracted 926 signatures and 
now has a Government 
response which recognises 
the lodes’ leisure value and 
suggests that the National 
Trust’s Wicken Vision will 
affect them. 

That is music to the ears 
of Mr Woollard, who 
believes the trust’s project 
to flood parts of local fens 
will lead to the lodes being 
lowered or “ditched”. He 
wants to preserve the 
waterways, which many 
believe are of Roman 
origin, for boaters and 
walkers and is calling for 
heads to roll at the trust. 

The trust insists it wants 
to protect the lodes and says 
it is “extremely disappoint¬ 
ed” by the Government 
response. 

Mr Woollard, an Upware 
resident who led a 
successful campaign to save 
the lodes in the early 1970s, 
said: “I submit that I and 
my friends and supporters 
have been right throughout 
and that the National Trust, 
its plans, and its activities

in this area are right at the 
root of our worries. It is 
now 100 per cent clear that 
the Prime Minister’s Office 
agrees. 

“Unless The National 
Trust is stopped in its 
tracks, the Cambridgeshire 
lodes are doomed. I demand 
an immediate change in the 
trust’s policy for this area 
and the resignation of Sir 
Nicholas Bacon, The 
National Trust’s regional 
chairman.” 

Nick Champion, of the 
National Trust, believes the 
Environment Agency’s 
statement of response was 
“heavily edited” and did not 
give the full picture. 

He said: “We were 
extremely disappointed to 
see the Government’s 
response to the ‘Save our 
Lodes’ e-petition on behalf 
of the Environment Agency 
on the No 10 Downing street 
website. What they said was 
unhelpful at best and 
implied that the Wicken 
Fen Vision is a justification 
for the agency to cease 
funding the maintenance of 
the lodes.” 

Mr Champion said the 
Wicken Fen Vision will 
improve public access, help 
to alleviate flooding and 
boost the 7,000 species of 
wildlife already present on 
the Fen.

A MOTHER with epilepsy has 
spoken of her shock at doctors’ 
reactions after she was diagnosed 
with the condition. 

Alison Harker, a 56-year-old mother of 
three from Ely, is backing a call from 
national charity Epilepsy Action for 
better medical help for women with the 
condition. She believes some are held 
back by misleading or inadequate advice. 

Mrs Harker was a newly married 20- 
year-old when she developed epilepsy 
She said: “I was horrified at the reaction 
of my consultant. He told me quite 
definitely that I couldn’t have children, 
and that I shouldn’t go to parties, stay up 
late or drink alcohol. I knew nothing 
about epilepsy but I felt that I was being 
treated like a half-wit and that I would 
have no say in the way I would live my 
life.” 

However, Mrs Harker completed her 
qualifications to become a chartered 
surveyor, went on to have three healthy 
children and now runs her own business 
as a town planning consultant. 

She said: “When I look back, I can’t 
believe that I was treated the way I was. It 
still shocks me.” 

Epilepsy is the UK’s most common 
neurological condition, affecting an 
estimated 456,000 people. 

Mrs Harker’s feelings about her 
treatment are backed up by a recent 
survey of other women with the 
condition by Epilepsy Action. The Ideal 
World for Women report found that 
many said they are not receiving vital 
preconception counselling or specialist 
ante-natal care during pregnancy 

The charity says care falls short of 
guidelines set down by the National 
Institute for Health and Clinical 
Excellence (NICE) and is demanding that 
epilepsy services for women are included 
in the next NICE review in 2008. 

The survey found that 68 per cent of 
women aged 16 to 45 had not been offered 
advice about caring for a baby when you 
have epilepsy, and that 32 per cent of 
women aged over 45 had not been told 
that the pattern of their seizures can 
change during the menopause.

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Best and worst 
of health trusts 


DEBT-RIDDEN health trusts 
in the region have been 
given the worst possible 
ratings for managing their 
finances by the health care 
watchdog. 

Cambridgeshire Primary Care 
Trust, which is expecting to end 
the financial year £52 million in the 
red, was assessed as “weak” at 
managing its finances in the 
Healthcare Commission’s annual 
performance review 

Hinchingbrooke Hospital, which 
has an estimated deficit of £40 
million, was also rated “weak”. In 
terms of their quality of services 
both trusts scored “fair” for the 
year 2006/07. 

At the other end of the scale 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital and the 
Papworth Hospital NHS Found¬ 
ation Trust both scored “excellent” 
for managing their finances and 
quality of services - two out of 
three trusts in the East of England 
to get double top scores. 

It is only the second year the 
Healthcare Commission has given 
the 394 trusts in England ratings on 
a four-point scale ranging from 
“excellent” to “weak”. 

In the East of England, five 
trusts were “weak” on both quality 
of services and use of resources, 
and 16 were only “fair” on quality 
of services, meaning they need to 
improve. 


Cambridgeshire Primary Care 
Trust, which was formed when the 
Cambridge City, South Cambridge¬ 
shire, East Cambridgeshire and 
Fenland, and Huntingdonshire 
primary care trusts merged, was 
“fair” on quality of services. 

Chris Banks, chief executive, 
said this reflects the PCT’s position 
at the time when it was bringing 
together services and systems from 
four former organisations. 

He said: “Since the assessment 
much progress has been made. For 
example, the six core standards 
where we had insufficient evidence 
or were unable to comply with have 
now been addressed. We expect our 
ratings to improve next year and 
are on track to comply with all the 
core standard areas. 

“There is much to be proud of 
with our local services thanks to 
the hard work and commitment of 
NHS staff across Cambridgeshire.” 

From a financial perspective the 
PCT was rated as “weak” for use of 
resources but Mr Banks said this 
was inevitable given the debts 
inherited. 

He said: “We are on target to 
return the PCT to recurrent finan¬ 
cial balance by March 2008, as well 
as contribute £10 million towards 
the PCT’s historic debt. Our 
intention is to be debt free by 
March 2010.” 

Hinchingbrooke Hospital was 
rated as “weak” for managing its 


finances - as last year - but Liz 
Pointing, director of nursing, 
midwifery and operating at 
Hinchingbrooke, said the results 
were no surprise. 

Earlier in the year Cambridge¬ 
shire Primary Care Trust held a 
three-month consultation looking 
at the future of the cash-strapped 
hospital, and then announced a 
rescue plan involving ploughing 
£2.2 million into community-based 
services, reducing hospital 
outpatients by 43,500, and axing 200 
jobs in a bid to cut spending by 
£14.5 million over three years. 

Mrs Pointing said: “The ratings 
are no surprise to us. We did not 
expect to see an improvement this 
year because a lot of the work we 
have been doing over the last few 
months will impact on next year’s 
ratings. We are fairly confident we 
are making improvements, par¬ 
ticularly if you look at our per¬ 
formance in relation to MRSA 
where we have made huge 
improvements in the last year.” 

She added: “Don’t forget last year 
was very difficult for the trust in 
terms of financial problems, so the 
fact we have managed to maintain 
and improve our quality of 
services under the circumstances 
is actually an achievement.” 

Cambridgeshire and Peter¬ 
borough Mental Health Partner¬ 
ship NHS Trust was rated as 
“excellent” for its quality of

services, an improvement on last 
year’s rating of “good.” 

Karen Bell, chief executive of 
the trust, said: “This is a sig¬ 
nificant achievement and I con¬

The trust, which is hoping to 
achieve Foundation Trust status, 
remained with a “fair” rating for 
use of resources, but Mrs Bell said: 
The rating of ‘fair’ is simply to do 
with the fact that at the point in 
question, at the beginning of April 
2006, the trust did not have a five- 
year financial plan in place. We 
now have that plan.”

Robert McEwan, director of 
operations, said: “We are delighted 
that Papworth has scored ‘excel¬ 
lent’ in this national ratings review. 
This is the highest result possible 
and demonstrates the tremendous 
team work of our staff.”

“fair” for use of resources. 

Hayden Newton, interim chief 
executive, praised staff who had 
worked hard in the face of rising

A pub brawl left 
landlady injured

A WOMAN egged on two 
sisters as they dragged a 
pub landlady from be¬ 
hind her bar and beat her 
up, a court heard. 

Sarah Cooper, 23, sparked a 
brawl at The Crown in 
Littleport which left landlady 
Amanda Hunter needing 
medical and dental treatment 
after she was kicked and hit by 
Veronica Baker and Anita 
Webber. 

Cooper, who had been 
drinking with Baker and 
Webber, brought on the 
violence by smashing glasses 
when she was asked to take 
empties to the bar by Mrs 
Hunter, magistrates in Ely 
heard. 

The court was told Mrs 
Hunter has seen a drop-off in 
trade since she was attacked 
and is considering whether she 
has a future at the pub. 

Cooper pleaded guilty to a 
public order offence. A more 
serious charge of assault was 
dropped. 

She was given a 12-month 
supervision order - to go 
alongside an order she was 
already serving for burglary - 
and must pay £60 costs. 

Mary Rone, chairman of the 
bench, told her: “All Mrs 
Hunter was doing was serving 
you and serving the public and 
going about her normal job. 
You put this lady in fear 
through your threatening 
behaviour.” 

Baker, 34, and Webber, 37, 
admitted assault last month 
and were ordered to carry out 
60 hours of unpaid work each, 
as well as being banned from 
Littleport’s three pubs. 

Emma Dmitriev, prosecuting, 
said: “Miss Cooper threw 
several glasses, smashing them 
on the floor. She was egging 
them on and shouting. She was 


an integral part of that very 
unpleasant incident.” 

The court heard although 
Cooper started the incident, 
she was not involved in the 
violence. 

Melanie Benn, mitigating, 
said there had been an 
“atmosphere” between Cooper 
and Mrs Hunter since the 


landlady made comments on a 
previous occasion about the 
burglary Cooper had 
committed. 

Ms Benn added Cooper 
accepted she was still using 
abusive language towards Mrs 
Hunter even as the landlady 
was dragged from behind the 
bar and assaulted.

FILTHY fly-tippers are ruining 
Cambridgeshire’s countryside, 
by illegally dumping rubbish 
17,000 times a year. 

The full extent of the problem has 
been revealed by the Department for 
the Environment, Food and Rural 
Affairs (DEFRA), which said fly-tipping 
last year cost councils in the county 
more than £888,000 to clean up. 

The Cambridgeshire and Peter¬ 
borough Waste Partnership set up a 
group of enforcement officers who 
work with the Environment Agency 
and police as a task force tackling fly- 
tipping. 

Between August 2006 and August 2007 
the group made more than 2,700 
investigations into illegal dumping, 
sent out 1,000 warning letters and fined 
more than 100 people. 

Anyone convicted of fly-tipping can 
be fined up to £50,000 and jailed for up 
to five years. Members of the public are 
being asked to help the councils tackle 
those responsible. 

Edward Cowley, environment action 
co-ordinator, said there was no need for 
fly-tipping, as councils provided 
collection services for bulky items, 
sometimes free. 

“The partnership is working to 
combat the blight of fly-tipping, which 
looks unsightly and can damage inward 
investment into an area,” he said. 

“Uncontrolled waste disposal can 
also present a hazard to the public such 
as drums of toxic waste, asbestos 
sheeting, syringes and used drugs.” 

Anyone who spots anyone fly-tipping 
is asked not to touch it, but to report it 
to the Environment Agency on 0800 
807060.

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‘Vikings’ glad to 
be back home 


SOLDIERS from Cam¬ 
bridgeshire have spoken 
of their joy at returning 
home. 

The last of the 1st 
Battalion the Royal Anglian 
Regiment are back on home 
soil after landing at their 
base in Pirbright, Surrey. 

Three of the returning 
heroes from Cambridgeshire 
told the Weekly News about 
the toughest six-month tour 
the regiment has ever faced 
and their emotional reunions 
with their loved ones. 

The troops, recruited from 
Cambridgeshire, Essex, 
Suffolk and Norfolk, have 
been involved in some of the 
most ferocious fighting the 
British Army has exper¬ 
ienced for decades. 

They have led several 
high profile operations 
against Taliban insurgents 
in challenging terrain and 
temperatures of more than 
50C. 

Nine members of the 
regiment, nicknamed the 
Vikings, died in Helmand 
province. 

Tommy Brace, of Geldart 
Street, Cambridge, was 
reunited with his dad, Ian,

who was waiting for him on 
the airstrip. 

The 26-year-old said: “The 
last two weeks were the 
worst. We just hoped we 
could make it to the end 
without losing anyone else. 

“Loads of times I thought 
I may not get back. It was so 
good to be home and see a 
familiar face.” 

Tommy’s platoon saw 
intense action and he lost a 
close friend during a huge 
fire fight. 

He said: “Once I walked 
past two Taliban without 
realising it and it was only 
when I saw their weapons 
did I open fire. We were just 
10 metres away from each 
other.” 

But now he’s home he 
won’t forget those nine 
soldiers of the battalion’s 
600 members who didn’t 
make it. 

Tommy said: “They were 
there to do a job and we will 
remember them in our own 
way. They have served their 
country and laid down their 
lives for it.” 


Wayne Prior, 27, of 
Duxford, was also delighted 
to be home and reunited 
with his two children, 
Patrick, five, and three-year- 
old Sinead, who live in 
Cambourne, and his 
girlfriend Vicky, 23, from 
Cambridge. 

He said: “It was so good to 
see them. They know I have 
been away but not why. One 
day I will tell them.” 

Barnaby Scrivener, of 
Longstanton, has swapped 
daily patrols for time with 
his dad Fred. 

The 19-year-old said: 
“Once you get up close to 
them you realise the 
Taliban are not as rubbish 
as some think. They do 
more than just ‘spray and 
pray’. We are proud of the 
job we did out there. We 
pushed them back.” 

A memorial fund has been 
established to provide 
assistance to Royal Anglian 
soldiers who have been 
seriously wounded and to 
help the families of those 
killed.

Induction cooking 
a revolution in home cooking 

“Want to know how to cook faster, 
using less energy, with more control?
